doing a constantly bettér job on 
their displays. 

HOME ECONOMICS department 
— larger than in the past, and 
better quality in dresses and cook- 
ing exhibited. 

FARM MECHANICS — a more 
varied indoor exhibit than in past 
years but not so many larger items 
outdoors. 

FLOWER SHOW — as colorful 
and varied as always; really a fine 
asset to the fair.

IN THE not so good category: 
Livestock facilities overcrowded, 
something that directors should 
try to remedy by next year; ap- 
pearance of grounds, particularly 
in the livestock area, not as sharp, 
at times, as.should be; conduct of 
some youngsters spending the 
night on the grounds, and certain 
others, in the hoodlum category, 
who came onto the grounds late 
at night, was deplorable, particu- 
larly on Friday night. Fair board 
directors may be forced to prohibit 
anyone from spending the night 
on the grounds next year. 

AND FOR the benefit of those 
persons who perhaps are new in 
the community and who do not 
yet appreciate the background of 
the Porterville fair, may we point 
out again that this fair is a “home 
talent’”’ event; it is staged by a 
lot of people — directors, depart- 
ment heads and committee chair- 
men -— who work for nothing 
more than the satisfaction of do- 
ing something for the community 
generally, and for young people 
in particular. Approach to the 
fair is not, ‘“‘why doesn’t someone 
do something about this or that,” 
but rather, “I think this or that 
can be done better. I’m volun- 
teering to help get the job done.” 
AND, FINALLY, primary pur- 
pose of livestock competition and 
the annual junior fat stock sale is 
educational. When parents ap- 
proach this part of the fair from 
a strictly commercial basis, ignor- 
ing the spirit of the fair and the 
true aim of project work — proj-

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Editorial Comment 


Annual report of the county agricultural commissioner al- 
ways points up the great wealth of Tulare county's agriculture, 
also the great number of farm products that are [ort com- 


mercially in the county, but this year one fact is sharply brought 
to attention — the great increase in citrus plantings. 


Of course this matter has been and is being discussed at 
virtually every gathering of citrus people, for it foreshadows 
problems that lie ahead, principally in the field of marketing. 
Extent of the problem can readily be seen in the 1957 through 
1959 figures from the commissioner's office. 


During these three years, producing citrus acreage has not 
changed a great deal: In 1957 it was 34,058 acres; in 1958, 34,- 
378; and in 1959, 34,434. 


But the story is different with non-bearing citrus acreage, 
which, in 1957 was only 2,456 acres. In 1958 it had virtually 
doubled to 5,633 acres, then, in 1959, it almost doubled again 
to 11,215 acres. And more has gone in this spring. Which 
means that right now the county has at least 10,000 more acres 
of citrus than it had in 1957, acreage that will start to come on 
by this Navel season, that will begin to really increase produc- 
tion a year or so later, then lead into the boom in the following 
years. 


In the long haul, with U.S. population expanding, with jobs 
plentiful, with wages good,, Tulare county citrus should expand 
into an expanding market. 


And perhaps in the short haul too, but aggressive marketing 
is in order. Alternatives might be heavy crop diversion, or fed- 
eral subsidy, but until a California orange can be purchased 
easily in every town in the nation; advertising, merchandising 
and better distribution is the road for citrus to follow.

Seven-Point Recommendation Made 
By County Citizen’s Welfare Advisory 
Group For Reforms In ANC Program 


VISALIA, May 26 — Seven spe- 
cific recommendations for reforms 
in laws relating to the Aid To 
Needy Children program have 
been made by the Citizens’ Wel- 
fare Advisory committee of Tulare 
county. 

The recommendations will be 
sent to the Legislative committee 
of the County Welfare Directors’ 
association for use in considera- 
tion of proposals to be given to the 


1961 California legislature. The 
Tulare county recommendations 
are: 


1. ANC recipients be paid a flat 
grant. At present, recipients are 
given extra money if they ‘need’ 
refrigerators, furniture, etcetera. 
It is felt. that ANC. recipients 
should budget like everyone else, 
and like everyone else have a set 
amount. to spend each month. 

2. The amount of the ANC 
grant be arrived at in the same 
manner as the payments made to 
persons who receive unemploy- 
ment benefits. It is felt that per- 
sons should not make more money 


on ANC than they can by work- 
ing. 

3. Remove the escalator clause 
presently in the ANC law, provid- 
ing for automatic state increases 
in payments whenever the federal 
government makes such an in- 
crease. Future increases would 
then be solely at the discretion of 
the California legislature. 

4. Establish two standards for 
ANC assistance: One for obviously 
long range cases, and a lower 
standard for short term cases. 

5. Provide, by law, for maxi- 
mum recovery of assistance re- 
ceived, to which a recipient was 
not eligible, to the two months 
following date of discovery, with 
any balance to be recovered on a 
percentage of the aid grant, over 
whatever length of time is needed 
to collect the full amount. 

6. Ask the governor or the leg- 
islature, or both, to establish com- 
mittees to study the simplification 
of the Welfare and Institutions 
code. 

7. Pass new legislation to change 
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the present method of paying ANC 
in advance, without knowing all 
the facts, to making payments 
from date of application, with fu- 
ture payments being paid at the 
end of the month, after all the 
facts of need are known. This is 
the method used. by the Social Se- 
curity, Veterans’ Administration, 
and other agencies.

Two systems,of collecting fees 
from subscribers have been de- 
veloped. The first uses a coin box 
device for attachment to the TV 
set, in which the necessary 
amount must be inserted before 
the desired program can be receiv- 
The other involves use of a 
centralized ‘interrogator’ or scan- 
ner which checks all TV sets in a 
given area at frequent intervals, 
finds out which are tuned to pay 
programs, and then transmits this 
data to a computer which bills a 
monthly basis. 

The basic reason for the com- 
mittee hearing was to continue its 
investigation of the legislative 
problems involved in possible gov- 
ernmental control of pay TV. 
Earlier efforts of certain promot- 
ers of pay TV to secure exclusive 
franchises for operation from some 
California cities and counties had 
raised some fundamental questions 
as to what agencies, federal, state, 
or local, have authority to act 
with respect to granting such 
franchises or otherwise control- 
ling the industry. 

Legal and engineering spokes- 
men for the state public utilities 
commission testified as to these 
questions. The committee was in- 
formed that if pay TV programs 
are telecast directly through the 
air to subscribers the federal com- 
munications commission would 
have exclusive jurisdiction. It was 
asserted that the state could ex- 
ercise police powers only if leased 
telephone wires were used to 
transmit the programs to viewers. 

From another source the group 
received the opinion that cities 
and counties cannot, under exist- 
ing law, require franchise for pay 
TV if telephone line facilities are 
used. The differing legal opinions 
did seem to agree on the one point 
that state legislative action is nec-

food. Of all the foods, it is the 
one for which a satisfactory re- 
placement is hardest to find. 

How much milk to use? One 
pint or more up to three or four 
glasses daily, if you are an adult; 
one quart for those of you under 
21, and for mothers. 

There’s many a way to get milk 
into meals. Most people find milk 
a refreshing beverage, so get their 
daily milk quota by drinking it. 
plain. However, in cooking or 
other food preparation, there are 
many ways to get milk as well. 
For more milk at breakfast, you 
can pour hot milk over poached 
eggs or toast. Use milk instead 
of water when cooking cereals, 
following directions usually given 
on the cereal package. 

Step up milk value in many 
foods containing fluid milk by 
adding dry milk. Try this when 
preparing soups, mashed potatoes, 
cereals, and other cooked foods. 
If you add four tablespoons of dry 
milk to each cup of fluid milk, 
you make the dish about twice as 
rich in milk value as when you 
use fluid milk alone. 

Pudding and pie fillings made 
with evaporated milk will offer 
more milk value if two or more 
parts evaporated milk are added 
to one part of water instead of 
the usual one to one proportion. 
Cream soups, creamed or scalloped 
main dishes, custards and other 
milk puddings also help build up 
milk in meals. 

Homemakers can help their 
younger children and teen-agers 
get adequate amounts of milk by 
following these cooking sugges- 
tions this month and all of the 
other eleven months. Let’s all use 
milk and dairy products the year 
around!

and apiary products, $93,044, 

In a breakdown of acreages, Mankins lists the following: Cit- 
rus, 34,434 bearing acres, 11,215 non-bearIng acres, for a total of 
45,649 acres; deciduous fruits and grapes, 95,228 acres bearing, 26,- 
728 acres non-bearing for a total of 121,956 acres; field crops, 470,- 
106 acres; rangeland, 778,080 acres; seed production crops, 3,074 
acres; and vegetable crops, 13,282 acres. 

Nursery stock produced and sold in the county included 1,121,775 
citrus and subtropical fruit trees; 400,000 deciduous fruit and nut 
trees; 1,300,000 grape vines; and 100,000 outdoor decorative trees. 
The county produced 10,323,570 head of poultry. 

In all, more than 100 agricultural products — fruits, vegetables, 
livestock, poultry and bees — contributed to the great county total of 
agricultural wealth and production. 

It is certain that Tulare county will retain its traditional place 
among the top four agricultural counties of the nations.
